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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Challenger does not teach 
or suggest automatically managing objects referenced by a web page to ensure the display of a complete web page. 

In particular, applicant argues that Challenger fails to teach automatically managing the database tables, which the examiner relies upon 
as the referenced objects. Applicant admits that Challenger teaches a routine being executed to update the database and invalidates the 
cache. The examiner asserts that this routine is performing the steps of automatically managing the database tables. Whenever an 
update is made to the table, the routine invalidates a page. Therefore, this routine supervises (manages) the database tables for updates 
so that it can invalidate cached web pages. 

Also, applicant argues that Challenger fails to teach ensuring the display of a complete web page. The examiner asserts that for a web 
page to be complete, it is to have all necessary parts or elements. Current, updated information from the database is interpreted as 
necessary parts in dynamically generated web pages (otherwise the page is no good). Therefore, Challenger teaches ensuring the 
display of a complete web page because Challenger invalidates cached web pages that rely on unnecessary (old, stale) data.. 
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
